Housewives Rush 


As Small Supply of Kosher Meat 
Goes On Sale On South Side 


Hungry local Jewish families 
got their first taste of kosher 
meat since Feb. 3, when two 
South Side butcher shops plac- 
ed several hundred pounds on 
sale Wednesday afternoon, but the 
local situation, improved only 
slightly, seemed to be no nearer 
solution. 


The meat was placed on sale 
at Binsky and Allinakoff, 906 S. 
Meridian St., and Goldstein Meat 
Market, 802 S. Illinois St., and 
within three hours the shelves in 
the two stores were cleaned. 

Housewives reported having to 
wait from three quarters of an 
hour to an hour for their meat, 
so great was the crush of cus- 
tomers, but no attempt seems to 
have been made to limit individ- 
ual purchases, and as the word 
got around the community, many 
North Side women hurried to 
the South Side to add to the 
rush. 


NO NEW RULING NEEDED 
The new supply of meat was 


Packing Co., 3000 S. Harding 
&., slaughtered seven ‘head of 
cattle. No ruling was necessary 
as the kill came under the quota 
of the firm’s owner, Sam Satin- 
sky, 972 Pleasant Run Blvd. 
Both Dobrowitz and Prime 
Foods preferred to wait until an 
expected ruling came through 
from OPA headquarters. The lo- 
cal OPA office denied knowing 
of any change and volunteered 
the information that the Hoosier 
Abbatoir was closed down until

pressed surprise, but explained 
that if a slaughter house could 
be found that would kill kosher 
meat and take it off of its own 
quota, that was perfectly proper. 
2 RUTCHERS WAIT RULING 

Prime Foods explained Thurs- 
day that in addition to other 
reasons, it preferred to wait un- 
til a definite and full supply of 
meat could be assured before 
buying a limited amount and be- 
ing forced to disappoint some 
of its regular customers. 

Both Dobrowitz and Prime 
Foods were expecting a change 
of some sort, possibly a ruling 
from Washington, but what it 
was could not be learned. 
SHELVES BARE IN 4 HOURS 

Mr. Binsky said Wednesday 
that several hundred pounds of 
meat went on sale at 1 p. m., and 
at 4 o’clock his shelves were 
bare. He said he probably would 
not have any more meat Thurs- 
day, but expected another sup- 
ply this morning. 

Mr. Saittinsky said he killed 
about 2,000 pounds of beef, but 
the butchers placed the amount 
at about 1,000 pounds. The Sat- 
can 
slaughter under its regular quota 
about 30 to 40 head of cattle each 
week for its regular customers, 
but can spare only a few from 
this quota for the kosher trade. 
Under normal conditions the In- 
dianapolis Jewish community 
consumes about 15,000 pounds of 
‘kosher meat a week.

JERUSALEM— Eight hundred 
and fifty-one refugee children 
accompanied by 369 adults are 
Starting a new life in Palestine 
after a six-week detour by sea 


. to get from Teheran to Jerusa- 


lem, a land distance of about 900 
miles. They have been traveling 
from Poland since 1939. 
Political conditions in the Mid- 
dle East barred them from the 
Overland route through Iraq, 
which would have made the last 
leg of their odyssey from Poland 
a matter of a few days, and sent 
them on a voyage that led thru 
the Persian Gulf, the Arabian 
Sea, the Gulf of Aden, the Red 
Sea and the Suez Canal. They 
left the Persian capital early in

The Palestine gov- 
ernment cooperated with Jewish 
organizations in welcoming the 
children by entertaining them at 
a railway station breakfast. One 
of the new arrvals was a baby 
born en route, named “Aliyah.” 

Most of the children, who had 
travelled from war-torn Poland 
to the Soviet Union and then to 
Persia, appeared to be in good 
health, although their clothes 
were torn. They were cheerful 
and made a lively scene thanking 
British authorities and police 
who escorted them from Egypt. 
While passing through Egypt the 
youngsters were presented with 
a gift of sweets by Jewish units 
of the Royal Engineers stationed

The board of the Jewish Welfare Fund at a meeting Wednesday 
voted to accept an invitation of the board of the War Chest to become 
a participating member of the city-wide war drive. 

Culminating negotiations going back over a period of months, 
the move automatically means the elimination of the annual Welfare 
Fund drives in favor of the War Chest. All Jewish facilities for drives, 
including Jewish manpower in the form of brains and solicitors, will 
be placed at the disposal of War Chest leaders. 

Several vexing problems have now been ironed out, principal of 
which was what to do about the 1943 drive of the Welfare Fund, 
usually held in April. The agreement with the War Chest is for the

How this six-month interim will be bridged was.not immediately 
announced, but it could be definitely stated that no Spring drive in 
the usual sense of the word, drive, would be held, and in all proba- 
bility a mail campaign would be used with the appeal that every- 
one continue for an extra six months the pledges made last year.

LONDON — Important conversations between 
British officials and Jewish leaders are reported to 
have taken place recently, parallel with similar con- 
versations between Government representatives and 
Arab spokesmen, in an attempt to pave the way for 
a post-war Jewish-Arab understanding, in which the 
British Government is particularly interested. 

Though the conversations were not of an official 
nature, they apparently were initiated by the British 
Government as a prelude to more concrete negotia- 
tions which may clarify the basis on which Arabs and 
Jews can.meet when presenting their post-war de- 
mands. With Palestine no longer in danger of in- 
vasion and with the pro-Nazi Arab elements in the 
Near East discouraged by the defeat of the German 
armies, it is felt in certain British circles that an at- 
tempt should be made, first through private talks and 
later through official parleys, to smooth out the sharp 
edges of the Arab-Jewish problem and thus bring 


is over. 


WHITE PAPER NOT VALID 
British political leaders who do not sympathize 
with the White Paper under which no more than 
about 30,000 additional Jews can immigrate to Pales- 
tine, point out that this limitation is out of step with 
the Jewish situation created by the War. They argue 
that when the terms of the White Paper expire in 
1944, the British Government will hardly be justified 
in leaving it up to the Arabs in Palestine to decide 
whether Jews from Europe should be admitted. 

It is obvious, they declare, that in the light of 
the present Nazi mass-executions of Jews, a large 
Jewish emigration to Palestine can be expected in 
1944 when, it is hoped, Europe will be partly or 
wholly liberated from the Nazis. 
LEAGUE NEVER APPROVED

The White Paper, opposed by the 
Jews, was issued by the British Government shortly 
before the outbreak of the war. The Jewish Agency 
for Palestine was prepared to contest it before the 
Council of the League of Nations, but the war pre- 
vented the League from meeting. In the meantime 
the League .is still the legal body to whom the British 
Government, as mandatory power, is responsible for 
all its actions with regard to Palestine. 

The White Paper of 1939 provided for the admis- 
sion to Palestine of some 75,000 Jewish immigrants 
between 1939 and 1944. 


“After the period of five 


years no further Jewish immigration will be permit- 


ted unless the Arabs of Palestine are prepared to 
acquiesce in it,” the document stipulated.

WHY JEWISH SOLDIERS, NORMALLY 
NOT RELIGIOUS. GO 10 CHAPEL DISCUSSED

NE of the striking occurrences 
worthy of note about the 
Jewish men in the armed serv- 
ices is their reaction to and their 
interest in the relgious services 
conducted for them n army 
camps. While rabbis in civilian 
congregations find it both diffi- 
cult and painful to get their mem- 
bers to attend Friday evening 
services, reports come to us that 
army chaplains especially Jew- 
ish chaplains have no such prob- 
lem. As a matter of fact we are 
informed that our sons and 
brothers are flocking to chapels 
in tremendous numbers on Fri- 
day evenings. Here are a few 
personal observations which bear 
witness to these reports. 


In my regular correspondence 
with the men of my synagogue in 
service I was pleased to hear 
from many who up to the time of 
their enlisting in the army were 
of the proverbial three day a 
year synagogue attendants and 
who have now become regular 
patrons in their camp chapels. 
They tell me that they look for- 
ward to the Friday evening ser- 
vice. What is most interesting 
is that those placed in camps 
where the number of Jewish men 
does not warrant a Jewish chap- 
lain make every possible effort 
to come to synagogues in nearby 
Jewish communities. In Evans- 
ville’s neighboring camp Breck- 
inridge the attendance has been 
so regular and so tremendous 
that at times the chapel is so 
crowded that there is left stand: 
ing room only. 


At George Field, Ill., where I 
have recently been asked to come 
and conduct a service and where 
there are just a little over a hun- 
dred Jewish men, 70 of them 
turned out for the service. Their 
happiness and appreciation for 
my coming out to conduct the 
service for them was really mov- 
ing. Something I have yet to ex- 
perience with civilian congrega- 
tions. I had to promise them that 
I would come out at least every 
Other Friday evening to serve 
them. These are not hearsay re- 
ports, but personal impressions.

camps is the result of some sober 
thinking which army life, the 
war, and the handling of weap- 
ons have produced, or whether 
it is a mere nostalgic reaction for 
home and community, for fellow- 
ship of kind, cannot be easily 
determined even by talking to 
the men.

Good Will Meetings May Not Reach Right People 


HE POSSIBILITIES of the brotherhood movye- 
ment as successfully practiced in some com- 
munities in Indiana might indicate that there 
is considerable room for expansion in the work 
being done locally. Whether because of a lack 
of lay leadership among the Jewish community 
(there actually seems to be no leading local 
Jewish figure participating in this type of 
activity) or not, the fact remains that commu- 
nities like South Bend or Fort Wayne are doing 
a job that deserves emulation here. 


In South Bend the first meeting of the ambi- 
tious Postwar Peace Congress held last Sunday, 
Brotherhood Sunday, and in Fort Wayne, regu- 
lar visitations are being made annually to the 
city schools, luncheon organizations, and other 
meetings by good will teams who explore frank- 
ly the problem and point to those areas of com- 
mon cooperation on which is built the good will 
movement, 


In Indianapolis, however, although last Sun- 
day there was held at the Claypool an ex- 
ceptional meeting under the auspices of the 
Church Federation, and although tonight at 
the Indianapolis Hebrew Congrégation there is 
being held an inter-faith meeting, and although 
our women’s groups hold inter-faith meetings 
from time fo time, generally it can be said that 
these meetings reach exactly the people who 
do not need the messages. The talk by Dr. A. 
L. Sachar, an excellent presentation of the 
subject was broadcast over the radio, and this, 
to be sure reaches a mass audience, still the 
problem as it exists is to reach people who 
would not attend general meetings, and who 
have no intention of attending inter-faith 
gatherings. 


No stop-gap methods of the above type will 
solve the problem, but there is such a thing as 
meeting the problem adequately. 


Word About Capt. Nelson Kauffman 


T NO DOUBT sounds odd to rejoice on the 
fact that a well-known -member of a well- 


known local Jewish family has been learned to 
be a prisoner of the Japanese, but the comfort 
over that news about Capt. Nelson Kauffman, 
son of Mrs. Bessie L. Kauffman, is not that he 
is a prisoner, but that he is alive. 


A volunteer for service in the Philippines, 
Dr. Kauffman, was last heard from directly, in 
two messages just after Pearl Harbor. After 


that the only word was from nurses, who said 
they worked with him, and the even more in- 
direct reassurance when the war department 
said Capt. Kauffman was not included in the 
announced casualty lists. 

Worried relatives and friends, many of 
whom were beginning to lose faith, now are 
relieved and await only more detail to learn 
that Capt. Kauffman himself wrote some of the 
best paragraphs in the story of heroism on 
Bataan.

Castor Oil Theory of Jewish Statesmanship 
Castigated by Gabriel Wechsler, secretary, Com- 
mittee for a Jewish Army.—How many of us re- 
member the days when our parents told us not 
to question the wisdom of the distasteful dose 
of odorous castor oil they administered with a 
smarting slap from the palm of their righteous 
right hand. “We know what is best for you,” 
they said. 


Our parents usually did know what was 
best for us. However, we grew up and reached 
maturity and learned to make our own deci- 
sions. In any event, our natural parents lived 
the same lives we lived, ate the same food, and 
shared the same problems. 


The Jewish people have inherited a new set 
of parents, the new guardians of our health, 
morals and welfare. Self-appointed and com- 
pletely removed from the problems of their 
“adopted” children, these parents adopt the 
“castor oil—we know what is best for you”’ atti- 
tude as their own. 


From the Ivory Tower of intrenched wealth, 
they speak out in the name of their “children”. 
“We speak for all Jewry”, they say, “those who 
disagree are black sheep in the family which 
we head”. 


Unfortunately, “what is best for you”, 
usually turns out to be what in their opinion is 
best for them. The welfare of the Jews of the 
Old World, of the disinherited Jews of Europe, 
is secondary to the maintenance of the status 
quo. To fight for a complete solution of the 
frightful problems of European Jewry is to ex- 
pose all Jewry to the public gaze. “If we hide, 
then no one will notice us. -We will be left 
alone”. 


These self-appointed parents are kindly. 
They will provide bread for their family. That 
is if the family behaves. They will do every- 
thing to assuage the Jewish problem. They will 
do nothing to solve it. 


Like all self-righteous, stern people, they 





are often short-sighted. It is difficult for them 
to learn from the experiences of others. The 
lesson of German Jewry is for them of no con- 
cern. ; 


A people, almost 6000 years old must be con- 
sidered adult enough to make its own decisions. 
The gratuitous services of castor oil statesmen 
are unwelcome. A people who believe in de- 
mocracy must believe in the democratic pro- 
cesses.

To be put into 
cherem means to be cut off from 
Jewish social life and I should 
hate to have to give up those 
occasional poker games. Only 
last week I took a big pot from 
Polasky. He had a full house but 
I had four. aces. 

Then, were I cut off from Jew- 
ish life, I couldn’t write my col- 
umn from which I derive my 
principal recreation.

cized this week by Dr. Stephen S. Wise, president of the American 
Jewish Congress, in a statement issued by him in connection with 
the protest demonstration which will be. held on March 1 at Madison 
Square Garden, sponsored by the American Federation of Labor, the 
C.LO., the Church Peace Union, the American Jewish Congress and 
twenty-six other national Jewish organizations. 

’ “A Christian world that will permit millions of Jews to be slain 
without moving heaven by prayer and earth in every human way 
to save its Jews. has lost its capacity for moral and spiritual surviv. 
Dr. Wise declared. He scored the failure of the United Nations to 
implement as yet the Declaration issued three months ago, condemn- 
ing the Nazi massacres of Jews and pledging action to punish the 
guilty and to rescue those who could be saved. 

“If Germany had said,” Dr. Wise asserted, “we will exterminate 
all the Catholics within our reach, the Vatican would move, Cath- 
olics would move, Protestants would intervene. No people would be 
left to extermination without organized effective intervention except 


Jews. That is the real tragedy.”

DETROIT gentleman writes: “Having read 
recently that our Mr. Segal—as you like 


to speak of yourself—has been elected a mem- ' 


ber of the Board of Governors of the Hebrew 
Union College where rabbis are trained at Cin- 
cinnati, I have been waiting eagerly for a col- 
umn about rabbis in whose education you, as a 
member of this governing board, henceforth will 
have a part. ' 

“What are your ideas on the subject of 
bringing up rabbis? In what direction would 
you bend the twig of their Judaism? All that.” 


Well, as a new governor in the Board of 
Governors, Segal is still feeling very humble, 
like a spanked boy allowed at last to come back 
to the table. 

The board room table is a very g Ba one 
and at the first of the triennial meetings of the 
board which your Mr. Segal attended, he sat 
modestly at the foot. He had, in his time, fre- 
quently worked on rabbis in print but now in 
the immediate rabbinical presence he sat in 
mute obscurity. 

Yes, he was indeed like the spanked boy 
He recalled that 
almost forty years before he had been sent 
packing from the halls of this college, never 
to darken its doors again, they hoped. 

He was a student there. For the sake of his 
name’s dignity, I should hasten to say that it 
was for no cause of moral turpitude or any other 
indiscretion of youth that he was expelled. It 
was simply that after enduring him patiently 
for two years, the faculty had decided he never 
would make a rabbi and were frank to tell 
him so. 

At this time, 40 years later, I can not quarrel 
with them about this. They are all dead and 
at the Throne of heaven it should be counted 
greatly in their favor that they spared the con- 
gregation of Israel from having Segal as one 
of its rabbis. Segal himself praises them before 
the Lord for that they saved him from having 
to suffer a congregation. 

Yet, as he sat at the table, a member in good 
standing of the Board of Governors of the He- 
brew Union College, Segal could not but help 
indulge in secret gloatings: This was like 
poetic justice. The rejected stone had come 
back by the front door. 

‘He locked about. It was no longer the old 
stone ‘house he knew in his youth. These spa- 
These five stately buildings! 
He kidded himself with the idea that it had 
become a great institution since he was put out 
of it. 

This library! It had grown to be one of the 
three foremost Jewish libraries in the world. 
One hundred thousand volumes, 2500 manu- 
scripts. It had a great collection of Judaica— 
museum objects that have to do with Jewish 
ritual back to remote times. (It contains a 
crucifix that Jews were made to carry on the 
way to the fires of the inquisition. Presumably, 
the merciful inquisitors hoped that by this the 
Jews they burned would get a break in heaven.) 

Segal had a worried: sense of having been 
made a keeper in one of the great houses of 
Israel. This was one of the few renowned 
schools of Jewish religion and learning left in 


the world. It stood by the almost neglected idea | 


‘that Jewish religion was the main element of 


being Jewish, despite that Jews were riding in 
many other directions of being Jewish. This 
school was a fountain still freshly flowing amid” 
the fires. Jews were being consumed but this 
was a source of Jewish life unquenched. 
(Jewish life, as Mr. Segal understands it, 
isn’t a matter of geographical boundaries in 
Asia Minor, but a way of faith and of the good 
life. He hasn’t heard much being said lately © 
about Judaism and the good life which, as he 
was brought up to believe, is the chief end of © 
being Jewish. The air is rent with the tumult 
of political Judaism.) 
Segal could feel that his new job was in the 
right spot for the satisfaction of his conscience. | 
The Judaism of the Hebrew Union College had 
to do with religious concepts that understand 
a Jew’s place as a member of the brotherhood. * 
Carrying his own lights, he must go along with 
all men of good will on the quest for a.world | 
more just and lovely. 
This Judaism is not held fast in a straight- 
jacket from medieval times. It is called Reform 
but that is not exactly the word for it. 
It is more like the blossoming of ancient 
oaks. The barren limbs of oaks can't be said 
to be reforming in the spring-time when they ~ 
burgeon; they are expressing the law of their ~~ 
being, growing, reaching out higher toward the 
sunlight. 
This “Reform” Judaism was a living, grow- _ 
ing thing. It was still having springtime. The ~ 
current catalogue of the college said: “This col- 7 
lege .. . is dedicated to the preservation of Ju- 
daism, its great historic ideals, and its tradi- — 
tional institutions. It holds that Judaism is ~ 
both in spirit and fact a continuously progres- ~ 
sive religious discipline, and that it must be 
kept constantly liberal and spiritually alert. It 
believes that if Judaism is to live and expand 
here in America it must be open to every posi- 
tive influence of modernism, must square itself 


with every. advance in scientific thought, and = 


must engender that type of religious’ devotion 
which will evoke the uncompromising loyalty - 
of every Jew.” 

This college was already 68 years old—the 
oldest rabbinical seminary in the United. States. 
There was an ancient looking man Segal re- 
membered who used to go ever so slowly down 
the street toward the old college house. He was 
Dr. Isaac M. Wise who was the first president 
and founder of the Hebrew Union College. 

He founded the college on the idea that be- 
ing Jewish was essentially a religious identity, 
that a Jew in America was an American and 
could carry no other national tags, that the ful- 
fillment of Judaism was in carrying its ideals 
as torches for the feet of mankind on the up- 
ward path. (It has become the fashion to scoff 
at this idea more among gentlemen who search 
for Israel’s fulfillment and salvation toward re- 
mote horizons.) 

All this weight of being a new pillar holding 
up the house of Israel still impinges heavily on 
Segal’s mind. So he can not oblige the Detroit 
gentlemen now. He will have to take up work- 
ing on rabbis at a later date.
